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Council funding secures new 
dropped kerbs for Severalls

CREWKERNE county councillor John Dyke was delighted 
to see his request for funding to create more dropped 
kerbs in the town coming to fruition. 

Several areas of the town are still in need of dropped 
kerbs and, having spoken to local residents and examined 
several sites, it was decided that the Severalls area was 
most in need, being one of the older estates. 

Councillor Dyke had announced to the town council ear¬ 
lier this year that he had obtained the funding and a total 
of 18 dropped kerbs are now being installed . 

Councillor Dyke said that Southmead Crescent resident 
John Hutchings had pointed out that his wife, Mildred, 
who was wheelchair bound, was finding it difficult to get 
to the town centre as many pavements lacked the 
dropped kerbs at critical points. 

He said: "John invited to me to walk around the older part 
of the town, known as Severalls, and view the pavements 
with wheelchair bound eyes. 

"When I did so, I found a considerable number of pave¬ 
ments which were near-impossible to access with a wheel¬ 
chair or mobility scooter. 

"I managed to obtain funding from the county council

to be able to deliver this project as I know how important

IN January, The Week¬ 
ender featured the

which specialises in 
working with local peo¬ 
ple in developing coun¬ 
tries, making films to 
educate and lessen the 
prejudice against the dis¬ 
abled and victims of HIV. 

Together, they have for¬ 
mulated a plan and Pur¬ 
ple Field Production 
hope to go to Uganda in 
2014 to work with the 
special needs School 
Scott has become associ¬ 
ated with as part of edu¬ 
cational outreach project. 

Scott was able to return 
to Africa thanks to his 
own fundraising efforts, 
selling items brought 
from Uganda in the No7 
cafe and at local fairs, 
combined with the gen¬ 
erosity of local churches 
and cash donations from 
Freeman and Baker Ac¬ 
countants and Business 
Advisors, Hall Commer¬ 
cial and the Rotary Club 
of Crewkerne. 

While there he was able 
to check on the progress 
of the children he had left 
in the care of a trusted 
friend. 

In addition, Scott 


would like to thank 
Mike’s Music which do¬ 
nated a guitar as an 18th 
birthday present for one 
of the boys, and nine- 
year-old Victoria, from 
Dorchester, who donated 
clothes for one of the 
girls. 

Now back home on an¬ 
other fundraising spree 


to secure a rented house 
where the 10 children 
can all live safely, Scott 
hopes to fly back again 
in May after a series of 
craft fairs and fundrais¬ 
ers. 

He is still working on 
trying to set up his char¬

Somerset recycles 6,000 litres of oil 


ONE year after local recycling centres began accepting 
used cooking oil, thousands of Somerset families have 
won praise for creating green power for homes and busi¬ 
nesses. 

All 18 Somerset recycling sites started taking cooking 
oil one year ago so it could be used to generate renewable 
power. About 6,000 litres of cooking oil, weighing close 
to six tonnes, has been poured into the recycling tanks 
over the past year - enough cooking oil to make almost a 
million and a half cups of tea. 

Eco-firm Living Fuels collects the oil, filters it and uses 
it to generate carbon neutral electricity for UK homes and 
businesses. Just one full collection tank provides enough 
electricity to power the average home for a year. 

Living Fuels Operations Director Rob Murphy said: 
“We are delighted to see that the residents of Somerset 
have taken so well to recycling their used cooking oil. 


“For each litre of oil poured into one of our recycling 
tanks, residents are creating enough energy to make 240 
cups of tea. Residents are turning a difficult waste stream 
into a valuable, eco-friendly source of energy.” 

As well as generating power, recycling cooking oil 
avoids the risk of it being poured down the drain, dam¬ 
aging watercourses and wildlife. Blocked drains from 
cooking oil costs UK taxpayers £15million a year, or 
about 14 pence for every litre disposed in this way. 

Somerset Waste Partnership managing director Steve 
Read said: “This is a great result, and the county’s chip 
fryers are to be praised for their recycling. But we know 
there is still plenty of cooking oil being thrown away, ei¬ 
ther down the drain or to landfill in refuse bins. 

“It would be great if residents can store up used oil and 
take it to one of our easy-to-use containers when visiting 
a recycling site.”

selected Secret Teacher Story 
classroom.” 

Miss Edwards, a Year One 
teacher, explained: “The children 
are generally very enthusiastic 
about reading. 

“We have an accelerated reading 
group, quizzes and so on, and it’s 
fascinating to see just how much 
they want to read the books we 
give them for the weekend - they 
come in and challenge each other 
about what they have remembered 
and they all want to get 100 per 
cent.

Kids learn to love books 
at Crewkerne Library 


CREWKERNE Library has 
notched up the proud achievement 
of helping local children learn to 
love reading. 

The library’s early literacy 
schemes have been taken up more 
than 9,000 times over the past 20 
years. 

As the library’s staff celebrated 
World Book Day last week with 
some of their younger readers, the 
importance of the facility as a key 
aid to encourage early reading was 
revealed. 

The library has had great success 
as an early reading centre with 
children aged from 18 months to 
11-years-old. 

It runs a Baby Boogie session 
twice a month with songs and 
rhymes for the under-ls. There is 
also a weekly Toddler Time ses¬ 
sion for pre-school children with 
songs and simple stories. 

Both of these activities are free 
and there is no need to book. You 
can just turn up. 

The aim of all pre-school activi¬ 
ties at the library is to encourage 
children to enjoy reading - a Gov¬ 
ernment priority. 

“Singing rhyming songs with 
children at a very early age has 
been shown to help them develop 
their vocabulary and encourages 
them to read,” said Mrs Jackie Par¬ 
sons, the library manager, who 
dressed up with library staff Kate 
Donoghue and Kay Voizey as 
witches and fairies for the UN¬ 
ESCO-backed World Book Day. 

Three local pre-school groups - 
St. Martin’s, The Lawns and Little 
Nippers - bring their children in

for Toddler Time sessions as an es¬ 
sential aid to reading. 

“Bringing the children to the li¬ 
brary for these classes definitely 
assists their literacy,” said Kelly 
Andrew of The Lawns. 

The kiddy keenness to like read¬ 
ing was perfectly demonstrated at 
the library on Wednesday when 
18-month-old budding bookworm 
Morgan King, of Crewkerne, tod¬ 
dled in to rush straight to the read¬ 
ing chair to sit down with a picture 
book. 

Morgan’s mum Sophie said: “He 
loves his books. At this age he only 
flips the pages looking at the pic¬ 
tures, but it’s very good because 
it’s encouraging him to look at 
books at a young age.” 

Morgan is proof positive of the 
success of the UNESCO scheme, 
which is designed to stimulate 
reading in children from more than 
100 countries. 

In association with UNESCO, 
Somerset’s Library Service marks 
World Book Day by providing a £1 
book token to every child who vis¬ 
its the library. 

However, beyond World Book 
Day, Crewkerne Library has also 
proved to be a big hit with school 
children as it also runs the very 
successful Summer Reading Chal¬ 
lenge which is mainly aimed at 
five to 11 year olds. Last year 
6,729 children in Somerset took 
part in this including about 550 in 
Crewkerne. 

“Lor the Summer Reading Chal¬ 
lenge the children are asked to read 


six books during the summer holi¬ 
days. 

“They collect stickers as they go 
along and then receive a medal and 
certificate when they complete the 
challenge.” said Mrs Parsons, who 
attends local schools to present the 
medals and certificates. 

“It’s really nice for the children 
to receive a medal for something 
other than sport and I think this re¬ 
ally encourages them to complete 
the challenge.” 

• Besides encouraging reading in 
their tiniest customers, the library 
has this week launched its Lriends 
of Crewkerne Library scheme 
which is aimed at adult readers 
who want to support and promote 
their local library. 

A Lacebook group, Lriends Of 
Crewkerne Library, is being set up 
to inform the town’s readers of fu¬ 
ture events, meetings and activi¬ 
ties.

Concerts in the West 
Friday, March 8th

TOBY Kearney mesmerised Concerts in the West au¬ 
dience of all ages with a riveting and fun percussion 
performance last Friday, March 8th. 

From an arrangement for vibraphone and piano of 
Saint-Saens' portrayal of the tortoise performing a 
slow motion can-can in his Carnival of the Animals, 
to the Latvian-born composer Rihards Zalupe's 
Dance for Marimba and Piano, written four years ago 
forToby Kearney, this wide-ranging concert had the 
audience mesmerised by the striking spectacle of 
these two musicians at work. 

Purists may have found Bach's A minor Violin Con¬ 
certo hard to stomach but most of us were trans¬ 
ported by the dream-like sonority of the vibraphone 
in the work's haunting slow movement. Back in 1990, 
Evelyn Glennie made the Brazilian Ney Rosauro's 
Marimba Concerto the most popular piece in this 
genre for this instrument. The players were easily 
able to hold the attention of an audience ranging in 
age from 6 to over 90. 

If I was irritated by a weirdly re-arranged version of 
Scott Joplin's Maple Leaf Rag I was won over by the 
minimalist works that framed their programme: 
Steve Reich's quintessential Clapping Music and 
Deadlock, the second movement from Dave Marie's 
Predicaments. Despite its title, this is a friendly, min¬ 
imal piece that requires an array of untuned instru¬ 
ments as well as the impressive marimba and 
vibraphone. The final sound, a pianissimo note on 
the triangle, is both a moment of genius and a re¬ 
minder that music-making of this calibre is both riv¬ 
eting and fun.
